Armencans, Tartars and
Russians Fighting.

PEACE NOT IN SIGHT

Hosbilities Rage in Shusha and
are Spreading to Surro-
unding Country.

TROOPS RUSH TO SCENE

Tartar Population Has Risen Against
the Armenians and Russians—Re-
liglous Troubles Are the Cause
of the Hostilities

ST. PETERSBURG, July 30.—~As an-
ticipated in the dispatebes of July 29,
the triangular truce between the Ar-
menlans, Tartars and Russlan troops
before Shusha was of the briefest na-
ture. The display of white flags and
the naming of representatives of war
ring factions to arrange a lasting peace,
was but u prelude to a resumption of
hostilities yesterday upon a larger and
bloodier scale. The fighting is not only
in progress at Shusha itself (4 town of
J0.000 people) 18 miles to the southeast
of Tiflis, the Tartar quarter of which
apparently s in flames, but s spread
to the surrounding country.

There the Tartar population bhas risen
and Is striving to overwhelm the Ar-
meniuns apd Russians troops,

General Neeloshchakov In command of
the Russiun foroes has appealed urgent-
Iy for reinforcoments, A batialion of
riflemien at Yellsatovpol, the mnearest
point where there are soldiers, has al-
l'l!n-l_\‘ been t"n]mtc'hml to the scene.

It s worthy of note that the Rus-
slans, who in the disorders of last year
were acoustd of protecting the Tartars
from the Armenians atlacks are now
themselves hard prossed by the Moham-
medan hordes,

New Moat Regulations Provide For
Severest Kind of Examination,
BERLIN, July 30,~The rovised regu-
lations for the application of the meat
Inspection law, recently adopted by the
Hundesrath and published today, show
i considerable increase In strength in
the providions of the law, The reguls-
tionw pravide that when the Important
organs have been removed an inspection
éin be made only by a veterinary ex-
pert instead of ordinary examiners and
that the meat of such carcasses can
only be provounced fit for food under
certain  spocific conditions, A much
more thorough examination of the
Iymphatie glands of an animal is also
required. The glands as well as other
organs must remain attached to freah
and prepared meats so far an necessary
for trustworthy inspection, Microscople
imspection Is required.

Manifesto Calls For Elections on Basis
of Universal Sufirage—Ambassdor
Meyer Does Not Anticipate
General Strike,

8T. PETERSBURG, July 30.—The
public prosecutor has started proceed-
ings agalnsy the members of the lower
house of parliament who signed the Vi-
borg manifesto,

A manifesto to the peasants of Rus-
sin has been issued in the joint names
of all the various labor, soclalist and
revolutionary  organigations, including
representatives of these organizations in
the defunct lower house, This mani-
festo declares the hopes raised in the
lower house of parliament have been
hiasted by the diabolical designs of the
crowd of grand dukes, courtiers and
wealthy land proprietors.  assembled
around the emperor, whose only pur-
pose can bé the maintainance of power
over the people. By dispersing the
olected ropresentatives of the people and
arresting and imprisoning them, the
government has declared on the nation
a war and a struggle, beginning in which
rivers of blood will flow and for whica
the government is responsible,
The people must not spare the govern-
ment.

Fatherland Betrayed,

This manifesto further aceuses the
government of betraying the fatherland
by invoking the aid of German and Aus-
trian troops. The people therefore are
urged to remove local authority every-
where, and to replace them with men
elected by themseélves and to conflscate
all the state funds, The troops also must
conform to the orders of those elected
by the people. The workmen in the
towns, the peasantry and all toilers
must in conjunction with the troops
soize and take the land which the gov-
ernment has denied them. The land
this possesses must be handed over to
the popularly elected representatives.
pending the eluboration of n new land
law.

The manifesta odlls for elections on
the basis of universal suffrage and con-
cludes with “the words: “Down with
the Government and the Emperor. Long
live the dear and free Russian people.”

Mossage to State Department.

Tammany's Support of Hearst
Regarded Suspiciously.

WILL HEARST BE GOVERNOR

If Tammany Supports Him He Will
Stand Very Good Chance of Win-
ning Out — Bryan's Presi-
dential Boom.

* WASHINGTON, July 30 (Special)—
The past week appears to have been
rather an off one in politics. The thing
which attracted most interest was an
irterview with Charles F, Murphy in
which he indicated that Tammany
might be found in line for William R.
Hearst for the demoeratic nomination
for governor of New York. Should Tam-
many go into the convention sincerely
and earnestly for Hearst, the nomina-
tion of Hearst would be practically as-
sured. And should Tammany give him

genuine support at the polls, Hearst
would come¢ mighly close to Dbeing
eleoted,

Tammany ,of course, has no love for
Hearst, nor has Murphy., It would be
strange if they did. But Tammany is
no sentimentalist at the game of poli-
tics, and it may be that Tammany ree-
ognizes the support of Hoarst as a neces-
sity, Murphy didn't commit Tammany
to Hearst's support, and possibly he is
pinying some game more subtle than
Murphy usually plays. It did sound
though like he was breaking the ice
for a full endorsement of Hearst's ean-
didaay.

Washington {8 chiefly interested in
apeculation as to the probable effect
Hearst's election as governor of New
York would have on mnational politics,
Hearst has announced that he is not a
candidate for the presidential nomina-
tion, but nch announcements are of little
weight, He has not said he would not
accept the nomination should it be ten-
dered him by the democratic national
convention. Just now everything demo-
crabie appears to be traveling in the
diteotion of My, Brywn, but Hearst's
election as govemor might change all
that. It certainly would give him &
tremendous prestige, and there are many
democrats who think that in this day
of radicalism Fearst is the ideal radi-
cal ocandidate,

One thing is ceértain: it will be worth
the while of Mr. Bryan's enthusiastic
gupporters to keep an eye on the New
York situation,

Aside from the Murphy interview,
about the only thing political of inter-
est this week was the conference at
Oyster Bay betwen Mr. Roosevelt and

S. P. OFFICIALS CONFER

All Supplies for Stricken City
By Freight are Now
Cut Off.

FEAR DISASTEROUS EFFECT

Unless Blockade of Freight is Lessened
in Few Weeks it Will Become
Serious Danger—soco Cars
Are Stalled,

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—The
embargo on freight was extended today
on all goods coming into the city by
freight over the Southern Pacifle ex-
cept crude oil and perishable goods
such as foodstuffs. This action was
taken after a conference of the local
officials of the Southern Pacific in pur-
suance of the general policy of General
Manager Kruttsehnitt. On  Saturday
last an order was issued placing the
ban on all shipments from the northera
part of the country, and as this order
was made generl today, San Fran-
viseo is ¢ut off from all supplies by
freight.

The effect of the present embargo is
sure to be disastrous unless speedily
relieved ano it is feared it will cause
the price of all goods barred to go up.
Railroad officials are of the opinjon that
ii the blockade of freight is not lessened
in the course of a few weeks it will be-
come a serions danger to the ecity and
state.

It is estimated there are 5000 loaded
cars in the yards of San Franciseo and
Oakland.

EVIDENCE AGAINST STANDARD

Government Has Secured Complete
Chain of Evidence to Indict.

CHICAGO, July 30—When the fedemsl
grand jury convenes in Chicago one
week from today final steps will be
taken toward forging a complete chain
of evidence aguainst the Standard Oil
Company and some of its high officials
which the government prosecutors hope
will isad to indictments and prosecu-
tions under the anti-rebate law,

To this end Attorney-General Moody
has had some of his best legal talent at
work here for several days analyzing
the evidence taken before the grand
jury a4 Cleveland a few weeks ago and
prepaning a line of procedure that will
gubstantiate testimony already adduced.
The chief task of weaving s net about
those alleged to be guilty of law break-
ing will fall to the lot of John J, Su-
ivan, district attorney for the northern
district of Ohio who was in charge of
the investigation into the reations of
the Standard Company and railroads at
Cleyeland.

Others who will take part in the pro-
veedings will be District Attornay C. B.
Morrison recently assigned to take spec-

GRANTED A DIVORGE

Wie of Millionaire Corey Separ-
ates From Husband.

ALIMONY IS NOT MENTIONED

Mrs. Corey Allowed Decree of Separa-
tion and the Custody of Her Son
—Newspapers Not Blamed
for Divorce.

RENO, Nev., July 30.—Mrs. William
Ellis Corey, wife of the president of the
United States Steel Corporation. was
awarded a divorce in the Second Distriet
Court of Nevada, sitting at Reno, at 2
weloek this afternoon. The csse was
submitted without argument and the
jury took but one ballet. It was out
but a few minutes, Mrs Corey burss
into tears when told she had been givem
a decree and the custody of her 16-vear-
old son, Allen Corey. She drove at once
to her home on Riverside avenue, where
she says she will continue to reside.
The defense offered no evidence. :

The question of alimony was not in-
troduced. Mrs, Corey made an interest=
ing admission, however, tonching upom
this phase of the case, stating that im
May, 1906, several weeks before her
petition for divorce was filed she nego-
tinted through her attorneys, a financial
settlement with her husband. She was
not asked what the nmature of this set~
tlement was.

“T am a resident, of Reno, Nev., said
Mrs. Corey. when flaced on the stand,
“and the wife of William Ellis Corey,
the defendant in this action. We were
murried on December 1, 1883, at Pitts-
burg, Pa. and lived together until May
1. 1005, At that time my husband de-
serted me and went to New York, I
followed him, and held & conversation
with him in the Hotel Lorraine, It was
there that he told me that he had de-
cided to live apart. He said that it was
impossible for us to live happily to-
gether, and that I would never see him
again. He stated that he infended go-
ing to Europe for several months. There
was no scene. I talked with him about
the matter, and urged him fo again
resume his place in our bome, but he
refused, I have never seen him since™

Mrs, Corey added that she came to
Reno for her health. and that sha had
no intention of bringing an action fop
divoree b the time she took up her
residence in Nevada

She stated she selected Reno upon the
advice of her sister-in-law, Miss Addie
Corey; that they considered this place
their future home, and expected to live
here in the future. She stated that she
was hest suited for the custody of her

oil company.
